Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Handelman provide a draft response to the Final Rejection of 12 
January 2006. Examiner found Mr. Handelman's argument in the draft against the Benhaddou reference in the 
combination of Lee and Benhaddou persuasive, but indicated further search would be needed. Examiner suggested 
modifying the claims to be patentably distinct over the claims of Patent No. 6763191 (Mr. Handelman is the inventor) 
since the structure is similar. Mr. Handelman did not agree to amend the claims based on this patent, explaining he 
believed the current spread spectrum feature claimed is a significant difference. Examiner agreed to withdraw the 
finality of the 12 January 2006 rejection and Mr. Handelman agreed to send an official response with essentially the 
same argument presented in the draft response .
